OPPORTUNITY COMES TO 
DAIRY FARMERS 


5,000,000 Pounds of Butter Must. be 
/ Imported if Not Produced 


OTTAWA—Now is the time for 
the Canadian dairy farmers to step 
in and make some money. This is 
the deduction to be drawn from the 
mémorandum submitted to Hoh. 
Robt. Weir, minister of agiiculture, 
by J. F. Singleton, Dominion dairy 
commissioner, over the week-end. 

OManada faces the necessity of im- 
Porting nearly 5,000,000 pounds of 
butter this winter unless butter pro- 
duction in this country is stepped 
up very materially. Butter is sell- 
ing in Montreal at from 22 cents to 
22 1-2 cents a pound (wholesale) 
which is a very substantial advance 
from last July when it was about 
16 1-2 cents. New Zealand butter is 
selling in Londo nat 19 1-4 cents. It 
could be laid down in Montreal at 
the same price. Add the five cents 
a pound duty to this and the excise 


ax, and the cost would be slightly} 


over 26 cents. Accordingly, the 
Canadian price can go up consider- 
ably more before it would pay to 
import trom New Zealand. 

The butter supplies on hand are 
much below the supply at the same 
date Jast year, and iast year’s sup- 
plies were no more than adequate. 

So far the production of butter 
has been lower this year than last. 
For the seven months ending July 
31, the butter production for all 
Canada was 3.9 per cent below the 
year before. All the provinces from 
which returns are available show a 
decrease of production from last 
year’s figures, Alberta being down 
19.4 per cent. 

So far in September there also hag 
been no indication of any increase 
in butter production.

HANDLING THE BREEDING 
FLOC KOF POULTRY 


Hens two years of age or ~ over 
should be selected for breeding pur- 
pose; so that only proven layers 
are used. Eggs from the older 
birds generally show a higher per- 
centage of fertility as compared with 
pullet eggs and the chicks are gen- 
erall ylarger and stronger after 
hatching, resulting in fewer losses. 
Birds for the breeding pens should 
be of good size and type for the 
breed and free from standard dis- 
qualifications. It is also desirable 
that they should show the character- 
istics of production. Where trap 
nesting has been’ practised, how- 
ever, those with good records are 
readily known. Only iidividuals 
with good egg records should be 
used for breeding. Hens that are 
poor layers or that produce small, 
misshappen, or off colored eggs for 
the) breed should be discarded, as 
these characterists are likely to be 
transmitted to the progeny. 

The mal ebirds should have good 
type, size and vigor. Registered, 
R. O. P., or government approved 
cockerels should be used, if possible 
as it is important that they be 
backed by high production ancestry. 
The male is truly said to be more 
than half the flock. 

Females to be used for breeding 
should be allowed about two months 
rest 
or period. 
feed should 
scratch grains. 
to bring them back to productioa 
the mash is increased and scratch 
grain decreased. All changes 
feed should be gradually, however.
